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supported and strictly brought up in accordance with the canons 
. of conspiratorial technique end internal security. 


(2) We mst study carefully all the existing lawful potential- 
ities, if you want us te create them and to exploit then. 


(3) There wust be a strict and radical separation of lawful and 
fllegal work. 


(4) ‘here mst be at the sane time a united coordinated guidance. 
Lawful work is given instructions by the illegal leadership. 


{5) Good contact between illegal leadership and larful members. 


(6) Tllegal and lewfol work form a united whole anc pursue the 
game end. 


(7) Gne-eided iDlegal work leads to separatism, to isolation 
from the people. Also lawful. work by itself leads to opportanism 
and to compromise. The good combination of lawful with illegal 
work assures the sound application of our line. 


Everyone must study these rules and with a plan worked out 
practically aad concretely, finding altogether new methods to 
apply them to the sector in which he works.

namely, the agents of the Security Police who do anti~leadership 
work. The steol-pigeons are camouglaging their work wonderfully 
well. They pretend to be honest fighters who are remaining stead- 
fast in the principles of Comauniam, who, however, are "outraged* 
at the mistakes of certain officials and cannot help criticising 
them, Themagnify the lapses of certain members who are in the 
prisons and the campa; they talk about the bad behavior and about 
the mistakes of officials, and when such existuthey distort and 
strain the words and activities of these officers. after they 
make some headway in their criticiam of the leadership they give 
an anti~Party explanation to everything. ‘The only purpose is to 
sow disillusionnent, getratiats and panic in the ranks of the 
fighters. 


The Security Folice utilize them in the most effestive way 
for their own purpose. They transfer them from one prison to 
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another or from one camp to another, ostensibly as a punishment, 
but in reality so they can do their dastardly work everywhere - 
and betray the names of the leading members and anything else 
that comes to their attention. e know the name of many such 
agentes, and if they do not. stop their dishonest work, we shall 
turn them over to the contempt end revenge of the Greek people. 


fhe imprisoned and exiled fighters should keep their eyes 
open, showld uncover and expose the stool-pigeons, both men anc 
women, Wie are active as camouflaved opponents of the leadership. 
They should erush them like worms and should isolate them like 
lepers from the mass of the prisoners.
